Any Among You? 





We Must Not Lean On The Arm 


of Flesh

“Is any sick among you, let 
him call for the elders of the 


church; and let them pray over: 


him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: 

And the prayer of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up.” 

There has been’ some little 
controversy about this subject. 
Some contending that we 
should lean on the medical doc- 
tors and resort to medicines 
when we are sick. To this I 
will state that it is owing to who 
you are, and especially what 
your position or calling is. 

Every one is_ susceptible to 
sickness as long as we dwell on 
this old earth midst myriads of 
demons. These things cause 
many diseases which no one 
need to deny. They sometimes 
cause deafness, dumbness, 
blindness, fevers, rheumatism, 
epilepsy, and many other things 
the Word sustains. While it is 
true that not every affliction is 
caused by Satan, yet, doubtless 
the greater part of the afflic- 
tions to which humanity is sub- 


ject, are caused in some way by | 


Satan. We know of many long 
standing diseases being healed 
after the demon was rebuked, 
such as cancers, white-swelling, 


and other chronic running sores, | 


different kinds of fevers, etc. 
We have seen all remedies fail, 
then some one would come 
along who was instructed on 
the subject of demonology and 
they by the faith of God rebuk- 
ed the foul spirit and the party 
was made well. 

It is true that you can take a 
stick and with it put your eye 
out or destroy the ear drum. 
You also can eat something 
that will disturb digestion, or 
you can scrape the skin off 
vour arm, but nature will heal 
this if let alone, but if it be- 
comes chronic a spirit has ta- 
ken up his abode. We _ have 
séen many who had_ stomach 


| trouble, but were healed when 


the spirit was driven away. This 
will seem . ridiculous to some, 
but nevertheless it is true. I 
myself lay for two or three 
weeks with what is called mus- 
cular rheumatism, but at the 
very moment the spirit which 


buked that moment I was heal- 


| ed. 


These truths about demono- 
logy are too plain and simple 
for any of the Church of God 
ministers not to hold up. The 
Church of God is_ spiritual; 
while it is very much literal, and 
tangible and can be seen, it also 
has a spiritual side. It takes 


two sides to form the Church: 


of God. So the spiritual deals 
with the spiritual. 


Medicines Do Good. 


It is true that there are some. 
medicines that aid nature. Phy-, 
sicians tell us that medicines do , 
not cure, but only aid nature in ; 


performing the cure, but while 
this is true Jesus has never in- 
timated that the members of 
the Church of God should use 
them as remedies, but tells us 
just what to do if any among 
you are sick. He doesn’t say 
call for the doctors or apply any 
remedy but says, “call for the 
elders of the church.” “Any 
among you” is the keynote of 
this subject. Now if there are 
some who are not among you, 
but are of those who do not be- 
lieve in holiness, or the Church 
of God doctrine, they have a 
perfect right to call in all the 


doctors they choose, and take 


all the medicines they choose. 
In this way doctors and medi- 
cines are good. Those who are 
not of the faith often need re- 
lief and I am glad that they 
have some one that they can 
lean upon, but the saints of 
God, those who have _ received 
faith by the hearing of the 
Word (Faith cometh by hear- 
ing) should remember what is 
required of those among them 
(The Church of God). 

It is true that Hezekiah used 
a poultice of figs on his boil, but 
that was in Hezekiah’s day. 
Noah was perfect in his day yet 
became drunken. Many of the 
old patriarchs were perfect in 
their day, but they would fall 
short-in this gospel dispensation. 
Our fathers and mothers walk- 
ed in all the light they had fifty 
years ago, they died and are at 


God. 


It is true that Jesus placed 
mud upon the eyes of the blind 
man, but Jesus to test the obe- 
dience and _ faith ofsthe man 
tells him to go wash it off. It 
is doing what the Word tells us 
to do that brings results. Not 





| has He said for us to use mud 


| or figs nor even wine for a rem- | 


edy. It is true Paul said for 
Timothy to use wine instead of 
water, I have known of phy- 
sicians having their patients use 
wine, not for a remedy, but only 
instead of water where they had 
decided that the water was af- 
fecting their system. 

Faith and obedience is the se- 
cret of our success in a Chris- 
tian life. When we begin to fall 
short of this and to lean upon 
the arm of flesh we will find 
ourselves drying up in our 
Christian experience. 

The minister who takes medi- 
cines or advocates taking it he 
can’t be an example to the be- 
lievers as Paul has admonished 
that we should. 

Personally I am afraid to 
compromise on this in the least 
degree lest I should incur the 
displeasure of God. 

Please let none think this a 
personal insinuation, but I have 
only brought this with a hope of 
strengthening the brethren.

When God poured out His 
spirit on the day of Pentecost 
there were manifestations ac- 
companying it, which could be 
seen and heard, Acts 2:23, and, 
from that day till this, where- 
ever there has been an outpour- 
ing of the Holy Ghost, there 
have always been manifesta- 
tions accompanying it which 
could be seen or heard, or both. 
There were such outward mani- 
festations and demonstrations 
on the day of Pentecost as to 
call forth, from outside obser- 
vers, the cry of ““What meaneth 
this?” ‘These men are full of 
new wine,” etc., etc. As soon 
as they were filled with the Holy 
Ghost they began to speak with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance, Acts 2:4, and 
foreigners who were there 
heard them speak in their lan- 
guage, a language or languages 
the Galileans had never learned. 
And while they were under the 
influence of the Holy Ghost they 
-behaved themselves so much 
like drunken men that an ex- 
planation was in order, and 
Peter said to the multitude of 
onlookers who had _ been at- 
tracted to the place by the noise, 
demonstrations, etc.: “These 
are not drunken, as ye suppose, 
seeing it is but the third hour 
of.the day. But this is that 
which was spoken by the prop- 
het Joel; And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out of my Spirit up- 
on all flesh * * * And on my 
servants and on my handmaid- 
ens I will pour out in those days 
of my Spirit; and they shall 
prephesyv * * * This Jesus hath 
God raised up, whereof we all 
are witnesses. Therefore, be- 
ing by the right hand of God 
exalted. * * * He hath shed forth 
this which ye now see and 
hear.” Acts 2:15-17-32-33. Pet- 
er acknowledged that the hun- 
dred and twenty were perform- 
ing or demonstrating and mak- 
ing a noise that the observers 
could see and hear.

ally, to a great extent, in spite 
of the opposition of the minis- 
ters. And further,.the demon-| 
stration of the Spirit, which ac- 
companies the preaching of the 
word, always caused much per- 
secution and reproach. But 
where in history can we find 
that there was a_ real revival 
that was accompanied with the 
Spirit’s power, which did not stir 
the devil and cause persecution? 

When George Fox began to 
preach, in 1643, in the demon- 
stration and power of the Holy 
Ghost, the devil was stirred, and 
awful persecution followed, and 
there was something that could 
be seen. People saw him and 
others quaking under the power 
of the Holy Ghost, and _nick- 
named them’ “Quakers.” Aw- 
ful persecution followed, and 
Mr. Fox was even imprisoned; 
but as soon as the demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit ceased, all per- 
secution ceased, and so it has 
ever been, But you may say it 
is because the people have come 
to understand the Society of 
Friends. I tell you NO. If God’s 
Spirit should begin to work 
among them to-day, as in the 
days of Fox, the persecution 
would soon follow. 

This “Latter Rain” movement 
is characterized by certain signs 
which distinguish it from all so- 
called Pentecostal movements 
on the earth to-day: and these 
signs have drawn the fire of the 
enemy from every quarter; and 
brought down storms of criti- 
cism; and those who are too 
weak to stand the fire of the en- 
emy, not willing to be made tar- 
| gets, have compromised those 
truths and demonstrations 
which draw the fire. 

Satan knows that the speak- 
ing in tongues, as at Pentecost, 
Acts 2:4,*and at the house of 
Cornelius, Acts 10:46, and at 
Ephesus, Acts 10:6, is the Holy 
Ghost, and this being the case 
he is bringing all his power to 
bear and uniting his forces 
against this one point; and hav- 
ing failed through the open en- 
emies of the movement, he is in- 
fluencing those who claim to be 
its friends to stand against this 
vital point, and against all dem- 
onstrations of the Spirit as well 
calling them “Flesh,” “Fanati- 
cism,” etc. Many have sent out 
literature purporting to be 
Pentecostal which, in essentials, 
| has proven to be anti-pentecos- 
‘tal. This can only confuse the 
| readers, who are honest seek- 
ers for the truth; and already 
much harm has come from it. 

As so many have weakened 
on the doctrine and compromis- 
ed the blessed truth of God, es- 
pecially as to the tongues being 
the evidence of the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost, and are trying 
to do away with all manifesta- 
tions and demonstrations of the 
Spirit, I feel under renewed ob- 
ligations, and moved _ by the 
Spirit of God, to raise my voice 
higher, and move mv pen far- 
ther to hold up the full standard 
of Pentecost in every particular 
phase. We are not of those who 
are drawing back, but we are 
pressing forward toward the 
deeper things and where greater 
wonders will be brought forth 
from obscurity, so it may be 
said of us as at Pentecost, “He 
hath shed forth this which ye 
now see and hear.” Acts 2:33, 
“For the promise is unto you 
and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even as many 
as the Lord our God shall call.” 
Acts 2:39.
